MANY STUDENTS SEARCH FOR ANSWER 


Male students eligible for the draft are eagerly search- 
ing for ways and means to continue their college educa- 


tion. 


However, many a question remains clouded for 


students about the draft and the selective service pro- 
eam. Just what are the IS (C) and IIS classifications? 


ow do they affect the stu- 
dents, and how can they be 
obtained? 

Brooke E. Sawyer, Jr., ad- 
ministrative assistant to the 
dean of students, has issued a 
release available to SSC stu- 


dents. It coincides with a 
more specific report from 
Thomas H. McGrath, acting 


dean of institutional relations 
and student affairs of the Cali- 
fornia State Colleges, which 
explains al! classifications. 

Four major factors deter- 
mine a IIS classification (or 
deferment): (1) date of ad- 
mission to college; (2) carry- 
ing a “full” load; (3) main- 
taining continuous attendance, 
and (4) making “satisfactory 
progress” towards the comple- 
tion of an educational objec- 
“tive. 

The candidate for student 


deferment must enter college 
immediately after graduation 
from high school, at which 
time (if he is over 18) he must 
fill out the SS Form 109. This 
form can be obtained from the 
school registrar. The SS 109 
must be filled out annually 
and returned to the registrar

consider 30 units per year a 
“full load” for students. At 
times, they will continue a de- 
ferment for a student carrying 
12 units if he is working to 
support himself or if he is at- 
tempting to improve his grade 
point average. 

The local boards emphasize 
that students should balance 
the year to reach the 30-unit

State Colleges 


The California State College 
system is being requested to 
accelerate its conversion to 
four-quarter, year-round oper- 
ation in the next four years. 

The 12-to-3 vote of the Cali- 
fornia Coordinating Council for 
Higher Education, last month 
passed, was a defeat for State 
College Chancellor Glenn 5%. 
Dumke and the State College 
Trustees’ plan to convert cam- 
puses one by one on an experi- 
mental, pilot basis. 

The council’s decision is 
rated almost the same as ari 
order that cannot be ignored. 
Copies of its judgment went to 
the Governor, the Department 
of Finance and the Legislative 
Analyst, all of whom exert 
authority over higher educa- 
tion agencies. 

The council has given the 
State Colleges the same dead- 
line as the University of Cali- 
fornia—1970-7l_.to complete

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and asked that the board take 
action. The College Union 
committee had four pages of 
advertising in the Wov. 9th 
issue of the State Hornet and 
another two-page supplement 
in the Nov. 16th issue. The 
College Union election was 
conducted on Nov. 17 and 18. 

The agreement which was 
reached after meetings of the 
two concerned parties amidst 
controversy which threatened 
the removal of Hornet Editor 
Joanne Blenkle at one stage 
of the controversy by the 
Board of Directors, called for 
a ermnpromise and the final 
figure for payment was $352.80. 
This figure was derived hy 
the College Union and the 
Board of Publications in a 
joint meeting Tuesday. The 
total cost for advertising for 
six pages at a $1.47 column 
inch amounted to $705.60 and

a compromise of splitting the 
cost was agreed upon by both 
parties 

Originally the Hornet had 
submitted to the BOP that the 
CU pay for the entire eight 
pages at the advertising rate. 
The BOP then weighed the 
case and came up with the 
recommendation to the College 
Union committee that four 
pages be paid fer at the ad- 
vertising cost and the other 
two pages were to be paid at 
cost of printing. 

The College Union commit- 
tee did not accept this propos- 
al, maintaining that whey 
should be given the rates as 
last year when the College 
Union election was proposed. 

At the BOP meeting yester- 
day a resolution was accepted 
to avoid any further disagree- 
ments that might occur with

REGISTRAR EXPECTS 7,500 


An estimated 7,500 students will take part in ad- 
vanced registration today and Saturday, according to 


registrar Dean C. Landis. 


The registrar said advance registration is a complete 
en process including the payment of fees which 
will be restricted to continuing students. 

The following schedule of admission to the Women’s 
Gym is based on class level at end of spring semester 
1965. The only special priority groups are: 

1—Seniors who present the signed student's copy of 






an “application for graduation” which was received at 
the graduation interview in the Registrar’s office. 

2—Approved Master’s degree candidates who present 
a pink “approved enrollment card” for 500 series courses 
which was included in the registration packet of all grad- 
uate students who have been advanced to candidacy and 
approved for Project Plan I or Plan II.

At registration, Landis noted, if the class desired 
by a student is listed on the bulletin boards in registra- 
tion as “closed,” an alternate section or course should be 
selected. 

No permission for admittance to the “closed classes” 
will be granted. However, in case of hardships, the in- 
structor’s permission for admittance to the class may be 
requested at the first class meeting of the new semester. 

Students experiencing difficulty in scheduling courses 
to meet their general education requirements should 
check with the gereral education trouble shooting station 
in the gym during registration, Landis reported.

Reviewed By Legislators 


Administration and faculty members from various 
areas of college life gathered on the Thursday before 
vacation to inform local legislators about the joys and 


pangs of an expanding campus. 


Three state legislators, 


Senator Albert S. Rodda and Assemblymen Leroy F. 


Greene and Edwin L. Z’berg, 
began their day on campus in 
the Sierra Room where intro- 
ductions and __s presentations 
were made. 

Agendas the contents of 
which were information on 
topics to be covered in the 
presentation were given to 
members of the faculty, ad- 
ministration and advisory 
board in green folders and to 
legislators, college President 
Stephen Walker and chancellor 
representative William B 
Dunseth in engraved, green 
hardbound binders. 

In the president's welcome, 
Walker expressed the hope 
that such a legislative confer- 
ence could become an annual 
affair 


Get Acquainted 

The object, he said, is to get 
better acquainted and to give 
the legislators an over view of 
the college, a sort of progress 
report, and to brag a bit, “as 
we are proud of its striving 
for and reaching maturity.” 

A coffee hour in the morn- 
ing and a noon luncheon in the 
Ribera Room provided an op- 
portunity for interaction and 
exchange of ideas among the 
legislators, faculty, administra- 
tion, advisory board members, 
chancellor’s office representa- 
tives and students present. 

Constituent conferences were 
planned for after the luncheon, 
but due to illness not all of 
the legislators were able to 
meet with other students and 
faculty members. 


Give Presentations 

Presentations during the 
morning hours were made by 
Donald W. Bailey, dean of 
students, Margaret McKoane, 
associate dean of students—ac- 
tivities and housing, and 
Willys Folsom, acting testing 
officer, on activities and pro- 
file of the college. 

Folsom discussed the profiles 
of qualifications of students, 
standards and how students 
measure up. He referred to 
charts and figures in the 
agenda which demonstrated 
and compared the size, growth, 
composition and __ intellectual 
quality of the student body. 


Growth Normal 

In observing that in the next 
20 years Sacramento State 
must add 20,000 students, Fol- 
som said “growth has become 
a way of life with us.” 

Mrs. McKoan, who discussed 
some of the more personal 
characteristics of the students, 
expressed the belief that it is 
important for students to live 
near the college with good ac- 
cess to it. 

Later when John R. Cox, 
executive dean, gave a presen- 
tation on the campus master 
plan he told of current plans 
to increase student housing on 
and near the campus in the 
next several years. 


Plan Halls 

Specifically, the plans _ in- 
clude two new high rise resi- 
dence halls on campus, with a 
circular dining commons and a 
smaller house of single rooms 
in the area of the present resi- 
dence halls. Off campus pri- 
vate developers are going 
ahead with plans for single 
student housing in dorms and 
supervised apartments in Cam- 
pus Commons and married stu- 
dent housing in College Town. 


Livingston Speaks 

John C. Livingston, profes- 
sor of social sciences and 
chairman of the statewide aca- 
demic senate, represented the 
faculty and presented some 
statistics on the faculty mem- 
bers. Sixty per cent of the 410 


faculty members have the 
Ph. D. 
Staniey Pretzer, business 


manager, made the presenta- 
tion on the college budget his- 





tory and development. Most 
of the questions and remarks 
by legislators were made in 
this particular area. 


The presentation on summer 
and extension programs by 
Hubert McCormick, dean of 
education services and sum- 
mer session, was held over for 
the luncheon due to time. 


Summer Problems 

McCormick distributed a re- 
port of the 1965 session among 
those in attendance and re- 
ported that costs for the 1966 
summer session would run 
about $18.50 per unit. In dis- 
cussing some of the problems 
of the summer session Mc- 
Cormick said, “It is a matter of 
self support. We cannot af- 
ford to gamble with some pro- 
grams 


“We have no way of carry- 
ing over revenue from one 
summer session to the other.” 

He added that some 24 
classes had to be cancelled last 
summer due to lack of regis- 
tration revenue

The resolution requests the 
State colleges to work toward 
adoption of the quarter system 
by 1967-68 and conversion to 
year-round operation by the 
academic year 1970-71. 


Three of the colleges con- 
sidered “large” will be given 
a longer period before they 
must make the transition: Sac- 
ramento and San Diego, to be 
converted by 1974-75, and 
Long Beach, scheduled for 
1972-73 


Study Rooms 
For Finals 


Starting Monday additional 
study rooms will be available 
from 6 p.m. to 2 a.m. in tem- 
porary buildings M and L. 


One of the rooms will be 
available for group discussion 
and the other for individual- 
ized studying. The purpose of 
the study rooms is to provide 
students with a quiet place to 
study during the hours that the 
library is closed. 


Ritchie Eich, ASSSC vice 
president, said that he felt the 
study rooms would be most 
helpful to students during fi- 
nals. 


He said that the first pro- 
posal had been to try and get 
the library to extend its hours. 
However, it was found that the 
library operates on a schedule 
set by the state college sys- 
tem. The study room proposal 
was then made and passed 
with much co-operation from 
the administration. 

Supervision will be provid- 
ed by the campus security, 
ASSSC Board of Directors and 
perhaps the Circle K. 


Eich said that he is now 
working on providing cigaret 
urns and posting signs on the 
temporary buildings to inform 
Students of the new study 
rooms. He stated that rules 
are needed yet and are being 
worked on. The rooms will 
be open “Monday through 
Thursday evenings until Jan. 
24. Rooms for spring semes- 
ter will be made available be- 
ginning Feb. 14.

minimum. Graduate students 
carrying fewer units may be 
considered as taking a “full 
load,” but this is done on an 
individual basis with the local 
draft board. 

Continuous attendance is de- 
scribed as 30 units per year 
for four consecutive years. Se- 
rious illness may be considered 
as an exception, but must be 
verified with the local boards. 

“Satisfactory progress” is 
determined by the loca! 
boards. Normally it means a 
2.0 or passing grade average 
and to determine progress, the 
local boards use the SS Form 
169 sent in by the college and 
the student status question- 
naire sent by the board to the 
student which is normally 
filled out during the summer. 

If both of these are not com- 
pleted and sent in every year, 
the student may have failed 
to establish a basis for defer- 
ment. 

Students trying to obtain de- 
ferments should make _ sure 
these forms are completed an- 
nually. If they are not given 
the forms, they should request 
them, fill them out and return 
them. 

The I-SC_ classification is 
normally the last before induc- 
tion into armed services It 
is a statutory deferment grant- 
ed to any registrant who is a 
full-time student at the time 
he is issued an induction or- 
der, providing he is satisfac- 
torily pursuing a course of 
study leading to a degree. 

The I-SC deferment is good 
only until the end of the cur- 
rent academic year, and is 
granted only once. However, 
the local board may reclassify 
a student into the II-S classi- 
fication after he has had a I-SC 
deferment. 

If the student finds he can- 
not obtain the II-S or I-SC 
deferment after being classi- 
fied 1-A, he may, within ten 
days, appeal the board’s de- 
cision. This is done by written 
notice 

Within a reasonable time, 
the student must then submit 
a written notice including all 
the grounds which he believes 
may provide a basis for his 
appeal. During the mentioned 
ten-day period, the student 
must also request a personal 
appearance before his local 
board. 

An appeal board, if the local 
board determines not to re- 
open a student classification, 
automatically then reviews 
the case. If the resulting vote 
is unanimous against the reg- 
istrant, he has no recourse, but 
if there are one or more dis- 
senting votes, he may appeal 
to the Presidential Appeal 
Board in Washington. There 
is no appeal from a final de- 
cision of that Appeal Board. 


Ingmar Bergman's searching 
philosophical films “Winter 
Light” and “The Silence” which 
are being shown on campus 
have two more presentations 
scheduled. 

Placed somewhere between 
Catholiciam and Atheism, 
Bergman's work is influenced 
greatly by his religious beliefs.

the newspaper and its adver 
tising policies. The resolution 
called for a signing of con- 
tracts for advertising of simi- 
lar nature (those that dealt 
with students and student gov- 
ernment) by, the editor-in- 
chief and the business manag- 
er and the label of advertising 
be stamped on the contract 
while a definite rate would be 
implied before the advertise- 
ment would be run. 

In addition the code of ethics 
of the American Newspaper 
Association for journalism was 
brought to attention and adop- 
tion into the policy manual. A 
guidline for the business de- 
partment was also adopted to 
go into the policy manuai. 
This calls for a reserve of at 
least $1,000 to be used for ex- 
pansion of the newspaper as 
the editor deems necessary. As 
it exists now, if the paper were 
to be expanded when news 
warranted it, the editor would 
have to go through the BOP 
and ask to expand. This was 
an attempt to free the news- 
paper of the existing financial 
obligation to be able to expand 
only when the board met. 

Chris Bradfield presented to 
the board a proposal that The 
Student be allocated funds 
from the ASSSC. Procedures 
were explained and questions 
were answered concerning the 
feasibility of another on cam- 
pus newspaper. Financial ob- 
ligations to the BOP was 
stressed but the BOP said it 
liked the idea of having an- 
other paper to present more 
student dialogue.

quainted with aspects of our 
culture and with some of the 
specifics of getting adjusted as 
an American college student. 

As each foreign student is 
accepted for admission to the 
college, he is assigned to a 
volunteer student host, usually 
someone of the same sex and 
major. From this point the 
student host usually writes the 
student introducing himself, 
offering assistance on his ar- 
rival and sending an identifi- 
cation card. 

Sometimes the student host 
will make specific arrange- 
ments to meet the foreign stu- 
dent at the airport or train 
station on his arrival. 


When the foreign student 
arrives a few days before the 
beginning of the semester, the 
student host may help him to 
find a place to stay (with the 
aid of the Housing Office), in- 
troduce him to laundromats, 
checking accounts, bus service, 
supermarkets, and mumerous 
details and ways of life which 
are new to the foreign student. 
During registration the student 
host can help the foreign stu- 
dent see an adviser and will 
receive a special badge per- 
mitting him to enter the gym 
during registration to help the 
foreign student through the 
bewildering aspects of regis- 
tration. 

This semester there will be 
an orientation program for 
student hosts following their 
selection. Later a time will be 
set when the hosts can meet 
the host families in Sacramen- 
to in order to further aid the 
new foreign student. 


Two foreign students, Paul 
Kodzon, a freshman mechani- 
cal engineering major from 
Rhodesia, and Jollin Young, 
social welfare major from 
Hong Kong, both had student 
hosts and declared them ex- 
tremely helpful, particularly 
by aiding in schedule planning 
and registration. 

If unable to obtain an appli- 
cation next week, students can 
pick them up in the office of 
Nina Westcott, co-ordinator of

Treglown was voted to the All-FWC second team. 
He was Chico's second leading scorer at 16.7 points 


per game. 


His outside shooting will be missed unless 


unsung heroes emerge from the Chico undergrowth. 


The big man to watch is Billy Jones.

last year’s MVP at the Chico Tournament, Jones made 
the first team this year, missing MVP only because 
the Wildcats dropped a 91-75 decision to Central 
Washington in the title game. 
But Jones isn’t all the Wildcats have used to 
accomplish eight wins in their first dozen outings 


this year. 


The club has scoring balance and 


speed, with very little height. Among the regu- 
lars, Kelly Bane, second team selection in the re- 
cent Chico tourney, is the tallest at 6-4. Other 


than Jones, all are shorter than 6-1.

Hornets have better height than the Northerners. 
Yet shooting finesse is what coach Dr. Don Scott 


has installed in all his players. 


In each of their two 


victories in the tournament at Chico, the Wildcats 
had five boys scoring in double figures. 

Although Jones’ 21 points led Chico to the open- 
ing 85-76 victory over Cal Lutheran, young Jim Lam- 
brecht jumped off the bench and popped in 17. His 
performance in a reserve role overshadowed that of 
Jones and three other Chico starters who scored in 


double figures.
